Convicts Escape at Kingston 


On Monday morning Kingston Pen- 
itentiary was the scene of the most 
daring bolt for liberty in the record of 
Canadian penal institutions. The 
fight started in the isolation ward 
about 10 a.m. when Guard Davis was 
felled "by an iron bar by Vincent 
McNeil, a five-year term man, The 
latter then let’ Frank Kelly, Henry 
Jones, Arthur Brown, and Williams, 
four Western desperadoes, out of 
their cells, Encountering Dr. Phelan, 
they took his clothes and locked him 
in a cell, They also overpowered 
Keeper Madden, took his clothes, and 
locked Davis up with Dr. Phelan, so 
that he could could attend the guard 
who was badly injured.

NATIVE SOCIALISM. 


Queer little communities survive 
in South Africa. In the Port Nol- 
loth district lies the mysterious 
Michstersveld, ‘‘an immense area 
occupied by a handful of thriftless 
Hottentots, some 65 families, or 400 
members all told.’’ So thriftless 
are they, one reads, that as often 
as not they eat up the seed wheat 
supplied . to them by the govern- 
ment in seasons of scarcity instead 
of sowing it. The natural springs 
at their doors are not utilized but 
neglected, and so a more industri- 
ous and energetic race of men is 
shut out and debarred from doing 
justice to the land. But they are a 
Socialistic commynity. When one 
kills a sheep or’goat all the others 
flock around to help him eat it, and 
this applies to all foodstuffs; hence 
the native’s idleness. He knows 
that if he works he will fare no bet- 
ter than those who do not work, as 
he will have to share the fruits of 
his labor. 

In one part of the Cape the farm- 
ers are declared to be ‘‘acquiring 
motor-cars.”’ In other districts 
they can hardly make a bare living 
from the drought and disease- 
stricken land. In Namaqualand 
you ca» buy land for a penny an

In its latest bulletin, the Chicago 
health department prints this warn- 
ing.

cough. Don’t take chances with 
the child’s life.’’ 
_And then, enlarging, the bulle- 
tin tells some of the things to ra- 
member about the disease. First, 
this is just the time of the year the 
disease is most prevalent. It is 
usually contracted by direct con- 
tact, and develops from seven to 
ten days after\exposure. 

Especially is it dangerous +o in- 
fants and extremely aged persons. 
The death rate under one year av- 
erage 27 per cent.; between one 
and two, 14 per cent.; from two to 
five years, 3 per cent.; and five to 
15 years, 1.8 per cent.

CLEANING. 


People who have hardwood floors 
in the homes are continually both- 
ered with the dust that accumu- 
lates.

The easiest and most economical 
way for keeping mattresses clean is 
to cover the corners and the ends 
as far down as desired with old 
sheets or pieces of ticking and fas- 
ten with safety pins.

The Titanic Catastrophe—Or. WMesbitt 


Again Logisiature Prorcawed—8i- 
lingual Schoo! Question. 


Not since the days of the Routh African 
war has the city spent euch sombre days 
aa the week following the foundering of 
the Titanic. This. im spite of the fact that 
the personal touch was almoet entirely 
‘acking because with one or two excep 
tious Toronto citizena wore ot un dan. 
ger, In Montreal and in Winnipeg Ut waa 
different. 

But the announcement of the almost in 
conceivable catastrophe, the days of sua- 
penae, and at last the Harrowing cetaile 
sobered and oppressed the whole popula- 
tion, In the claba men talked and acted 
as though there was a funeral in the 
premises. Everywhere that people met 
iittle else waa discuased. Even the 
amusement placea lost much of their 
epontancity and gayety. And such evi- 
dencea of feeling are hot to be wondered 
at, for history contains few more piti- 
able events than the wreck of the Titanic. 


DR. NESBITT AGAIN IN LIMELIGHT. 


After a total eclipse of some sixteen 
months, Dr. Beattie Nesbitt ia back in the 
limelight. The marvel is that he was 
able to keep in the background so long 
For while there are many things about 
the rotund doctor that are difficult to 
understand, the one thing that is patent 
about hia character to everyone is that he 
dearly lovea publicity. 

The doctor has always been somewhat 
of an enigma, even in Toronto, where he 
ia known best. Opinions as to his abil- 
ity wary all the way from that which 
believes him to be a geninue under an 
unlucky star to that which dubs him as a 
vastly overrated mediocrity. But Nesbit: 
knew how to keep in the public eye. He 
managed to make friends among the news- 
paper men. He could whet curiosity by a 
aphinx-like silence, and could rueh into 
print with some pronouncement jus: at 
the moment when it would get him the 
most attention. Some people who came 
in contact with him describe him as dis 
agreeable and affensive. To othere he 
appeared as something of a buffoon. And 
it must be said that many of his actions 
both in the past and in the present chap- 
ter of his autobiography resemble the 
acts of a character out of a comic opera, 


THE LEGISLATURE PROROGUED. 


Prorogation comes as a sort of anti- 
climax to the excitement of the session, 
this year furnishing no exception. True, 
a function of state it wars with all the 
trappings. The Lieutenant Governor at- 
tended in state, which means that he wore 
a cocked hat, and his most brilliant uni. 
form, and that he was attended by a 
injilitary escort, and that cannons were 
fired, but the event wag less exciting chan 
an afternoon tea. 

Most of the members of the Legislature 
were fur away. busy with the spring 
seeding and the other private affairs 
which have had to take pot luck during 
the session, It was with difficulty that a 
quorum could be mustered. But finally, 
with the Cabinet ministers, the members 
for Toronto, a few others who reside here 
and an odd one who war detained for 
some special reason, the legal require- 
ments were fulfilled. 

The lack of interest on the part of the 
members was in striking contrast to the 
buey days of the concluding week of ac- 
tnal work when the Legislature, as is the 
way of all Parliaments under govrern- 
ments of all parties, forced through a 
month’s business in six days. 
ginning of a session scant fifteen minute 
sittings were not uncommon. At the end 
the House met at ten o'clock in the morn- 
cussion on oontentious matters being 
ing and continued far into the night, dis- 
shortened or climinated by mere physical 


weariness. 
THE CEREMONY. 


Prayers over, enters the Lieutenant 
Governor, attended by his aides. The 
Lieutenant Governor symbolizes his Ma- 
jesty the King, and the moment is duly 
impressive. His Honor mounts the 
Speaker's dais. The Clerk of the House, 
Mr. A. H. Sydere, a veteran of many 
years’ service, reads a list of the bills 
that have been passed during the se+s- 
sion. His Honor nods assent. 

“In His Majesty's name,” announces the 
Clerk, “his Honor doth assent to these 
bills.” A similar ceremony in regard to 
the supply ‘bills or votes of money for 
the carrying on of government takes but 
a moment. 

Next his Honor reads the Speech from 
the Throne, a brief review of the more 
important legislation with thanks to the 
members for their attendance and effor:s. 

It is alwaya a mystery as to who writes 
the Speech from the Throne. The Pro- 
vincial Secretary, Hon. W. J. Hanna, is 
credited by some with preparing it, but 
a Lieutenant Governor, like Sir Joha 
Gibson, who has himself been through the 
mill, might write it himself, perhaps con- 
sulting with the Premier as to its con- 
tents. : 

Finally, the speech concluded, his Honor 
glances at Mr. Hanna, who announced 
that “it is his Honor’s will and pleasure 
that thia Legislative Assembly be pro-

Industrial stocks have the name of be- 
ing particularly unfit and unsafe for in- 
vestments, Without any qualification 
whatever a certain type of investor bland- 
ly wipes them off the slate of investment 
possibilities, Of course, this sort of thing 
is just as foolish as the attitude of the 
mining stock wild-cat who generously re 
fers to all mining shares as “invest- 
mente,” a thing which in the nature of 
things is an extremely remote possibility. 

In the first place, industrial companies 
should be carefully classified. For my 
own purposes I have divided them rough- 
ly into the following: 7 

(1.) Companies producing necessaries of 
life, such as flour milling companies. 

2.) Companies producing requirements 
for our large and essential enterprises, as 
car factories, locomotive works, coa) min- 
ing companies, eto. 

(3.) Those making machines for use in 
agriculture, like ploughs, threshers, trac- 
tion engines and, of course, the small 
garden tools. 

(4.) Iron and stee! companies and those 
fabricating basic iron products into other 
higher products, such as the Canada 
Foundry Company, which produces struc: 
‘ural steel, ete. 

(.) Companies manufacturing supplies 
whose proa@uct is somewhat of a luxury-- 
for example, those making plumber sup- 
plies, asbestos products (ased in building), 
ete. 

(6.) Those making semi-luxvuries, break- 
fast foods (or fads) antomeabiles for plea- 
sure (apparently the commercial motor 
has come to stay, and may be classed 
differently), bicycles, ete. 

(7.) Companies making buxnriea. 

(8.) Companies manufacturing patent ar- 
ticles like safety razots, patent medicines, 
etc. 

Now thie classification 
rough-and-ready affair, 
tor can probably improve on without 
much tronble, bui T have found it quite | 
usefal. It is arranged eo that the first 
is the most stable, while the last is highly 
precarious. 

Like most rules. however, this one bas 
many exceptions, aud one mus; necessar- 
ily look for them carefully. For example, 
the Shredded Wheat Company would come 
uoder (6), but it makes a product which 
the experience of a long period has shown 
to be almost as stable as flour. 

In examining industrial «tecks for in- 
vestmen. or speculation one must hear 
in mind that there ia usually a certain 
amount of chance involved. The corn. 
pany's statement will show whether of 
not there are any bonds outstanding.

The bul] elephants that are found 
roaming alone are almost invari- 
ably senile gentlemen who have 
been cast off by a herd. While I 
eneceeded in getting three splen- 
did specimens of bull elephants, the 
finest specimen is still at large. I 
was unable to get him, for the rea- 
son that’he lives in the centre of a 
herd of 700 elephants, who guard

These herds of elephants have 
cow leaders.

Even when a shot among them 
causes a stampede and the forest 
resounds with the first crash of 
their moving, they can disappear 
without making the slightest noise.

The generally accepted theory 
that the calves are only to be found | 
with cows is also a fallacy. The 
cows are the leaders and the fight- 
ers of the herds, so it is only nat- 
ural that they should turn over 
their offspring to be cared for by 
the bulls when they themselves are 
busy. And that is exactly the case. 

I have seen bull elephants play- 
ing with the calves and looking af- 
ter them on numerous occasions. 
The fact that you see a couple of 
calves does not indicate that a cow 
is close by. Their papa may be in 
charge of them. 

It is only a matter of a few years 
until the African elephant will be 
extinct. Most of the fine specimens 
have been killed off already. The 
herds that are roaming the jungles 
have little ivory, and are therefore 
immune from elephant hunters. 
However, as civilization spreads 
the herds are destroyed, for the 
reason that they are a menace to 
the safety of the. natives, besides 
being the desteoyers of much pro- 
perty. 

Now that they are suspected of 
carrying sleeping sickness, their 
doom is sealed. For this reason I 
am anxious to return to Africa as 
soon as possible to complete the 
specimens for my group. Unless I 
do so no museum will be able to 
group elephants as they are 

IN ALL THEIR GLORY. 

I inspected hundreds of  ele- 
phants without finding any really 
fine specimens, Mrs. Akeley and I 
shot three bulls having tusks, each 
weighing over 100 pounds. But 
what I am after particularly is a 
bull with tusks weighing 200 
pounds, a full grown animal. 

Many elephant hunters have 
killed 300 and 400 animals without 
finding as large tusks as we did, but 
we were on the lookout only for the 
finest specimens. These fine speci- 
mens are very rare, for the reason 
that when a bull develops tusks of 
50 pounds, which is quite an early 
age, perhaps 25 years, he becomés 
the target of every hunter, black or 
white, whd sets eyes on him. 

Thus it is only the more crafty 
bull elephants that, seeking the 
protection of large herds or cling- 
ing to the more inaccessible regions 
such as dense forests, managed to 
survive to a ripe old age and de- 
velop a growth of ivory 

There is one old bull, perhaps 
the most splendid specimen in Af- 
rica, well known in Uganda, who 
has. been seen by many hunters. 
He is so well protected by a large 
herd of aggressive cows, who 
charge on the slightest intimation 
of qdanger, that no one has been 
able to reach him.

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FISH WITH CURIOUS HABITS. 


Hatched Young in Mouth Which 
They Re-Enter at Night. 


A French zoologist, B. Romeis, 
has been making a study of the 
‘curious habits of a fish which bears 
the name ‘‘paratilapia multicolor,”’ 
and The Scientific American gives 
the results of this scientist's work.

THE GRASS YIELD. 


Faritews who content themselves 
with two tons or less cannot under- 
stand how vields of ihree or four 
tons, or even more, are obtained, 
There are, however, four chief es- | 
sentials, a smooth surface, with} 
even, steady grade, thorough pre- 
paration of the soil, an abundance 
of good, healthy seed and plenty of | 
fertality and to which might be ad 
ded the proper amount of moisture, 
writes Mr. RK. B. Rushing. 

Where land is stumpy or rocky, 
it may be considerable expense to 
remove them, but to obtain the} 
greatest amount of grass it must | 
be done. The rocks must either be 
sunk or hauled away and the sur- 
face smoothed so as to give a gentle 
grade. A jittle depression where 
the water can stand may cause a 
patch of grass to die out and a few | 
patches wall kall a hundred pounds | 
of hay, | 
The same with stumps er bush} 
thickets her and there and they 
soon cut down the yield. 

After this thorough grading the | 
land is thoroughly fitted. This | 
does not mean just plowed and har- | 
rowed in the ordinary way. I pre- 
fer the use of a cut-away disc, 
which does the work just the op- 
posite to the turning plow. 

The turning plow turns the fur- 
row slice over, leaving the hard up- 
per soil at the bottom. The har- 
rowing which follows simply works 
over the soil which has been turned 
to the top, while the surface soil 
remains untouched. 

The cut-away, on the other hand, 
tosses or throws the soil up instead 
of turning it over. At the first 
sight it means to leave the ground 
rough and in poor condition, but a 
little thought will show the object 
of it. 

We do not want to turn the fur- 
row over, for this leaves practi- 
cally half the soil undisturbed by 
the harrow and most of the weed 
seeds and grass roots are at the 
bottom, where they will not be de- 
stroyed by ordinary tillage. 

They are, of course, hidden from 
view, but later will be sure to grow 
and injure the new seeding of grass. 
With the cut-away, the soil is tossed 
up again and again, thus letting 
the air and the sun into it while 
many grass and weed roots will be 
thrown up where the sun will de- 
stroy them. 

This continued working »5f. the 
011 with the cut-away clears the 
soM.of foul stuff and giyes the new 
seedingetttfinec:~-Phe-soil should 
be worked over with the cut-away 
and the smoothing harrow many 
times, not all at once, but continued 
through July and August. In this 
way, when ready to seed the soil 
is certainly as fine as an ash heap. 

The seed then should be put on 
carefully and accurately, 60 as to 
have every square inch of surface 
covered, thus having two blades of 
grass where one formerly was. 

I see many farmers seem to be 
content with six quarts of timothy 
and four quarts of red clover to the 
acre, but I have found it most pro- 
fitable to use from ten to twelve 
quarts of timothy and about the 
same of red top and six quarts of 
clover. 

The reason for so doing is that 
often this intensive soil culture is 
so fine in result that everywhere 
that a seed can fall should be cov- 
ered, thus securing grass on every 
particle of the soil. 

The red top is added because it 
is a tall, slender grass which grows 
well between the salks of timothy 
and will add from one-half to a ton 
of hay to the yield. 

It would not pay to use this 
heavy seeding where the land was 
left lumpy or stony for unless every 
inch of the soil is well prepared a 
good share of the seed will be wast- 
ed. 

After the soil is perfectly fitted 
and the seed is thoroughly sown,

The 
seed the more plant food is re- 
quired to make a full crop. 

First, we must remember that 


five tons of hay wall remove from 


the soil nearly 100 pounds of nitro- 
gen, 25 of phosphoric acid and about 
130 of potash. 

A very good mixture of the com- 
mercial fertilizer is to use one third 
of cach nitrate of toda, fine ground 
bone and muriate of potash. This, 
however, should be regulated ac- 
cording to the needs of the parti- 
cular soil. Some will need more 
of one and some more of another. 

he questioon frequently asked 
is: Why is the large amount of pot- 
ash necessary? No one who has 
ever used fertilizers on grass need 
be told that nitrogen gives the 
grass a rich, green color and makes 
it grow very rapidly. 

I, for one, have never been able 
to grow merchantable hay without 
plenty of potash. The grass would 
grow, but it would not stand yp so 
as to cut with the mower. 

The potash gives the strength to 
the stems so that the timothy and 
red top do not lodge or fall down 
before cutting. With a thin crop of 
grass this would not make so much 
difference, but when one starts out 
to raise four tons or more of hay 
on an acre of land at one cutting 
every stalk of grass must stand up 
straight. 

Let it once go down and nothing 
can save it, for its very thickness 
will make a heavy mat which will 
ruin the hay. 

Farmers who expect to grow 
heavy crops @#f grass should remem- 
ber this and always use potash 
freely, especially when nitrogen is 
used.

have been borrowed for the occasion, and 
not only buying but paying out real mon. 
ey on their purchases. 

The amount of money which hea gone 
out West--and even to Toronto to pay 
for subdivision: property and mortgages 
Not since the days when 
George H. 
ers Canadian Marconi shares at $5 a 
share, which he bought on the open mar 
ket at not over $1,.50, has there been so 
much foolish eagerness to ‘be swindled 
displayed as at the present time. 

Karly in this series of articles T gave 
some particulars about investing in real 
estate, and showed that nothing conld be 
leas wise than buying land which 
hasn't seen. No sensible farmer would 
under any circumstances buy aefarm, in 
the next township he hadn't seen nnless 
on theestrongest advice of a 
friend, and yet at the présent time many 
such faremra are breaking this funda- 
mental rule of elementary investment 
just because the land—mind you jt usaal- 
ly isn’t even a farm, which could dcarcely 
fail to be: some good—is situated in the 
worderful West. 

No form of speculation or investment 
requires more careful thought than buy- 
ing real estate. So many influencers con- 
spire to make it valuable or to detract 
from ita value. Means of transportation 
are particularly important in the case of 
city or town subdiviwkwens. As a rule you 
may be anre that any subdivision proper 
ties now on the market are too far away 
from the centre of things to make it pos. 
sible to dispense with some means of ra- 
pid transit, and if there is no rapid tran- 
sit there ia no value to the property ex- 
cept as a speculative chance that some 
day a car line may run that way. 

However, worda and rules will not tn- 
fuence anyone who has gone so far as to 
be prepared to buy unseen land, and are 
not required for those who have had ex- 
perience or are otherwise too discreet to

ANOTHER RIDDLE SOLVED. 


Kind Scientists Tell Us Why Cats 
Fall on Their Feet, 


The ingenuity of a scientist has 
resulted in the construction of an 
apparatus to show why a cat in 
falling invariably alights on its 
feet. | 

This apparatus consists of a card- 

yard evlinder wherein are stuck 
four rods to serve for legs, together 
with a tail devised on similar prin- 
ciples. The object of the experi- 
ment is to show that a cat’s pecu- 
liar faculty depends on the rotation 
of its tail with sufficient vigor. 

It appears that this faculty is 
specially developed by climbing and 
Jeaping animals, such as members 
of the feline tribe, monkeys, squir- 
rels, rats, and most lemurs. The 
tail plays a most important role in 
the turning process. 

According to the inventor of this 
apparatus, all tree-inhabiting mon- 
keys have long tails, and there is 
not the slightest doubt that these 
tails are of great‘ aid to all climb- 
ers in enabling them to turn in the 
air, The tail also acts as a balan- 
cer, as evidenced in the case of a 
squirrel, which may be seen walk- 
ing along a tightly stretched ire 
or string, swinging its tail from side!

So far as actual records go, Hip- 
pocrates gives us the earliest ac- 
count. He wrote treatises on frac-

There are also records about this 
time and later of a file being used 
for this purpose, which at a time 
when anaesthetics were undreamed 
of must have, to say the least, been 
painful. 

According to Dr. T. Rice Holmes, 
the operation of removing pieces of 
bone was performed long before 
historic times. The effects on the 
skull are easily seen after death 
and are visible so long as the bones 
are preserved.

HINTS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


A stone crock jar, such as one 
uses for pickles, makes a thorough- 
ly practical casserole.

Salt pork will brown more evenly 
and delicately when fried if it is 
first dipped in milk. 

If a fowl seems tough add either 
a pinch of soda or a little vinegar 
to the water in cooking. : 

To drive away red ants place 
sprigs of parsley wherever the ants 
are noticed. It should be renewed 
twice a week. 

Old stocking legs, ripped open, 
make excellent polishing cloths. Tf 
a large cloth is desired, stitch three 
or more together. 

Dish cloths should be boiled eve 
day in water to which has been ade 
ded washing soda or a teaspoonful 
of kerosene oil. 

The food chopper may be utilized 
to advantage in preparing horse- 
radish for the table. It is a quick- 
er operation than using a grater. 

If a piece of woollen material is 
scorched, rub the spot with soft 
bread.

One housewife always rubs a lit- 
tle soap over her stove before 
blacking it.

If a sweater needs washing, try 
drying it on a coat hanger. It will 
not be so liable to stretch and will 
keep its shape much better. 

Use butter rather than milk ,if 
potatoes need extra thinning. The 
former makes them soggy, and no- 
thing is worse than milky mashed 
potatoes. 

If you rub a bit of dry soap across 
the new spool of silk, you will not 
be troubled by having the silk un- 
wind too quickly when threaded in- 
to the machine. 

You will find croquettes much 
tastier if the bread or cracker 
crumbs in which they are rolled are 
seasoned. Then, of course, less sea- 
soning % needed in the croquette 
itself. : 

Include in the kitchen furnishings 
a long, slender, pliable knife. This 
will save many times its cost, for 
by means of it a cake, mayonnaise 
or gravy bowl may be cleaned ab- 
solutely free of all food stuffs.

Justinian (A. D. 518) could peltber read 
nor write, an unexampled thing Ip 
one of such high ran When it war 
becessary for him to his name 
he bad a sheet of gold through whicb 
were cut the letters of his name. 
“Then,” said Procopius, “placing this 
tablet on the paper. one condacted the 
hand of the prince. holding the atylus 
dipped in purple on the type of the 
different letters. and took away the 
writing furnished with bis signature.” 
The same thing ts reported of King 
Theodorie and of Charlemagne. 

in the middle ages the illuminators 
and decorators made much of such tab- 
lets for tracing involved Initial letters 
and even in a way composed entire 
works, such as copies of the plain 
80 etc. A chartered abbey nent 

ence possessed some sixty of the 
alphabets cut in leaves of latoun, a 
copper alloy. Later these patterns 
were replaced by stamps whose im-. 
print ts proved ‘by the evidences on 
the reverse of the page as early aa 
the thirteenth century. In 1288 the 
monks of Fribourg published a treatise 
relating to money in this way, and it 
seems, according to a passage in Pliny 
and another fn Petronlus, that these 
stencils were used to publish figures 
and designs as well.—Charles W. Hall 
in National Magazine.

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Potato Growers Warned 


A note of warning has been sounded 
from Ottawa in regard to a very dang- 
erous potato disease that has been 
brought to Canada in tubers inyported 
from Europe during the present year. 
The disease, which is known as potato 
canker, was recently discovered in an 
imported shipment. To warn Cana- 
dian farmers against the danger of 
planting imported seed, the Director 
of the Experimental Farts has issued 
a leaflet known as * Farmers’ Circular 
No. 1” prepared by Mr. H. T. Gussow, 
the Dominion Botanist, which con- 
tains the following points: 

1.—The only way in which the dis- 
ease can be introduced is through tle 
planting of affected tubers. 

2.—The use of diseased tubers for 
seed may, in the worst cases, result in 
the complete destruction of the entire 
crop. 

3.—When once introduced the dir- 
ease germ infests the soil for a period 
of eight years, which means that for 
at least eight years no sound potatoes 
can be raised on land thus infected. 

4.--None of the known remedies for 
other plant diseases will prevent the 
appearance of the disease. 

b.—The disease is spread readily 
through infested soil carried by wind, 
animals, farm implements, old bags or 
other means. 

Attention is called to provisions un- 
der the Destructive Insect and Pest 
Act which show that to use or sell for 
seed potatoes imported from Europe is 
illegal. Copies of this Farmers’ Circu- 
lar may be obtained by applying to the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, Ont.

May 16.—Ninety-five per 
cent. of the wheat has been sown in 
the three prairie Provinces, and while 
the heavy rain has curtailed the acre- 
age in some sections, in others enor- 
mous areas of new breaking have in- 
creased the acreage from 20 to 2 per 
cent. An increase of 25 per cent. has

per cent. increase, making it 7,813,500 ;

Mice object to camphor, which, if 
put in places frequented by them, 
will drive them away completely. 

Grease on a well can be general- 
ly eradicated by covering with clean 
blotting paper and then passing & 
warm iron over it. 

Washing lamp chimneys by im- 
mersing them in hot water makes 
them very brittle. A safer way to 
clean them is to hold them over the 
steam of a teakettle and polish with 
an old soft linen cloth. 

An eciderdown quilt may be wash- 
ed in a lather.

The sinking of the Titanic in mid 
(ocean has given rise to many curi- 
ous speculations by the so-called 
scientists. 

The question is asked in all seri- 
ousness: Is the Titanic still float- 
ing? Will she continue to float as 
long as the world spins! 

Another asks: Where is she now, 
on the bottom of the sea jus® under 
where she went down with her pre- 
cious load of human lives, or has 
she drifted and is she on the bot- 
tom at some other place? 

There seems to be no unanimity, 
even among the wise scientific guys 
of the Smithsonian Institute in 
their answers given to these quer- 
ies. 

Some say that sinking as she did 
at an angle of about 50 degrees, 
she would zigzag to the bottom, 
j first shooting one way and then an- 
other, and, to make it mysterious, 
they couch the problem in mathe-. 
; matical language thus: ‘‘Her path 
would desfribe an are of a great 
circle, whose limit would be reach- 
jed at a point tangent to a line par- 
allel to the surface,’’ and so on 
through a whole lot more high- 
brow stuff. 

Another scientific sharp denies 

that sha lies at the bottom, and 
asserts that the gulf stream and the 
Arctic current, both of which flow 
there, the first above the other, 
would both have something to say 
about the Titanic before she reach- 
| ed the bottom, and that they would 
carry her no one knows where, but 
surely a long distance from where 
she went down. Many think be- 
cause the ocean at that point is 
over two miles deep that the boat 
|must be at least two miles to one 
side of the place where she disap- 
peared, 

Then, along comes another scien- 
tific sharp and says, All are wrong, 
no such thing possible; not even 
lead will sink to the bottom of wa- 
ter that deep. It will go down till 
os weight of the water exerts such 


an enormous pressure that it can- 
|} not sink further, and will there re- 
|main for ever suspended. 

So with the Titanic. It, too, is 
suspended at some point, doubtless, 
far from the bottom, there to re- 
| main as long.as the ‘‘world wags,’’ 
or until thea chemical action of the 
| sea water has eaten her up. 

If these so-called scientists would 
employ a little common sense, they 
would not make themselves appear 
so ridiculous as they have succeed- 
ed in doing. 

All these half-reasoned theories 
are based on the erroneous notion 
that the density of the water a mile 
or two down in the ocean depths is 
far greater than at the surface. 
| They confuse density with pressure. 
iThere is no question but that the 

pressure is vastly increased as 
such enormous depths are reached. 

We can get some idea of this pres- 
sure when we consider that at a 
depth of 100 feet by actual test the 
ipressure exceeds 6,000 pounds to 
the square foot. Divers who go 
‘down 150 feet or a little more 
\(which is about the limit), find that 

‘the ‘pressure has increased over 
3,000 pounds more than at the 100 
| feet depth. ; 

Divers must be armored specially 
he resist the pressure if they de- 
| seend more than 150 feet. It 1s 
estimated that the pressure on the 
|‘Titanic, reckoned upon the basis of 
linerease aforesaid, as she lies un- 
| der 2,000 fathoms of water, is over 
| 750,000 pounds per square foot. 

It would seem to be a reasonable 
inference that under such pressures 
the density of the water would be 
increased accordingly, but scien- 
tists have demonstrated by actual 
experiments that water is almost 
;wholly incompressible, and for a 
‘long time it was thought to be ab- 
solutely so. Extremely delicate 
j}and accurate testing instruments 

ihave been used, and sea water to 
the depth of one mile has been 
| measured and found to be only one 
one-hundred and thirtieth greater 
ithan at the surface. Hence, for all 
, practical purposes, it may be con- 
cluded, that a given body of water 
is not materially reduced in dimen- 
sion by any known means of pres- 
(sure that may be applied. 

|. Keeping these facts clearly in 
mind, there should be no difficulty

the Titanic. Very odd and curious 
forms of deep sea life, dredged from 
the ocean bottoms, have been 
brought to the surface by the Eng- 
lish ship ‘‘Challenger,’’ and in 1868 
Prof. Huxley announced his belief 
that the gelatinous substances 
found in the ooze of the beds of the 
deep seas, is a sheet of living mat- 
ter extending around the globe. 
He named it Bathybius and thought 
he had discovered the real origin 
of all life.

SCIENCE AND SUPERSTITION. 


The Shah of Persia's Experience 
With Radium. 


Radium—most mysterious of the 
new mysterics in modern science—is 
so little familiar to unscientific men 
that the panic of the Oriental pot- 
entate described in a recent book 
by Mons. Xavier Paoli, a French 
detective, is easily understood. 

Once, while in Paris, the Shah of 
Persia, Muzaf-far-ed-din, expressed 
a wish to know something of Pro. 
fessor Curie’s discovery. Monsieur 
Paoli made the necessary arrange- 
ments. Complete darkness is of 
course needed if radjum is to reveal 
itself in all its brilliancy. With 
endless trouble Paoli persuaded the 
monarch to descend into one of the 
hotel cellars that had been ar- 
ranged for the purpose. 

But at length his majesty, with 
all his suite, proceeded to the un- 
derground apartment. Professor 
Curie closed the door, switched off 
the electric light, and uncovered 
his specimen of radium. Suddenly 
a shout of terror between the roar 
of a bull and the yell of a man be- 
ing murdered rang out, and was 
echoed by a hundred others. 

‘Amid general excitement and 
consternation,’’ writes Monsieur 
Paoli, ‘“we flung ourselves upon the 
electric switches, and turned on the 
lights. 

“Then we beheld a strange spec- 
tacle. In the midst of the prostrate 
Persians, with his arms round the 
neck of his grand vizier, and his 
round pupils dilated to their very 
rims, stood the Shah, shouting at 
the top of his voice in Persian: 

‘“*Come away! Come away!’ 

“The switching on of the light 
calmed his mad terror as if by ma- 
gic. Realizing the disappointment 
and chagrin he had caused Mon- 
sieur Curie, the Shah tried to com- 
pensate him by the offer of a decor- 
ation. But the austere man _ of 
science,’ concludes Paoli, ‘‘thought 
fit to decline it.”’

SOME DAYS FAVORABLE. 


Human Organism Subject to Varia- 
tions in Week's Time. 


Not alone the weather, but cer 
tain days of the week also exert fav- 
orable or unfavorable influences 
upon the human organism. Such 
are the conclusions reached bjs 
Prof. W. Trabert, director of the 
Vienna Meteorological Institute, 
after collecting valuable data on the 
subject. That the weather affects 
the general condition of people has 
long been conceded, but Prof. Tra- 
bert is the first to investigate the 
matter from the scientific stand- 
point. 

He induced a large number of 
persons of difforent standing and 
occupations to furnish him with 
particulars of their daily state of 
health, noting particularly any 
changes or disturbances in their 
normal condition. Many school 
teachers have also been making in- 
vestigations along the same lines 
among their pupils, cerefully classi- 
fying their general behavior and 
conduct. From the very interesting 
results thus obtained it is clear 
that other influences than the wea- 
ther affect the human organism. 

For it was found that persons are 
subject to weekly — periodical 
changes corresponding in almost 
the same measure or degree to wea- 
ther influence. With adults, for 
example, Saturdays and Sundays 
‘favorable’ days. while on

SHOPS ACT OF 1912. 
New Experience in Paternal Gor 
erament in Britain. 


The British shopkeeper on May 1 
egan a new experience in paternal 
ptiemstooge tint The Shops Act of 1912 
ame operative on that day, and 
henceforth every employer included 
in its schedules will be compelled 
under penalties to grant his em- 
ployes a weckly half-holiday and a 
definite period for their meals. 
Thousands of shop hands already 
have a half-holiday through a vol- 
untary, mutual agreement with 
their employers. The new Act ex- 
tends this privilege by tute to 
thousands more who Rate Litherte 
been unaffected. a 

Under the provisions of the Act 
most shops must henceforth be 
closed absolutely at 1.30 p.m., one 
day in the week, but exceptions in 
this respect are allowed in certain 
trades, such as saloons, restaur- 
ants, butchers and other dealers in 
perishable goods, as well as tebac- 
conists, drug stores and newspaper 
vendors, These trades must, nev- 
ertheless, arrange for every e¢m- 
plove to have the benefit of the Act 
individually. 

There has been practically no op- 
position to the general principles of 
the Act, but two days of its working 
has sufficed to show that the de- 
tails must be revised. The act is in- 
elastic. It inflicts inconvenience 
and even hardship in some cases. 
One of the chief difficulties in con- 
nection with restaurants is a com- 
pulsory 45 minutes for the waiters’ 
meals which comes in the busiest 
period of the day. The waiters and 
waitresses also. complain that the 
half holiday deprives them of a val- 
uable proportion of their tips, 
which in many cases constitute their 
sole earnings. 

The barbers are up against a 
similar difficulty at meal times. A 
curious situation has been created 
in small shops, where various class- 
es of goods are retailed. For in- 
stance,.a drug store may keep open 
always to sell medicines, but on the 
day fixed for a half-holiday in its 
town it must not sell scented soap 
or other articles of this kind. So, 
too, a news dealer may sell news- 


‘papers and magazines, but not sta- 


tionery on the half-holiday. 

The big department stores are 
not affected in this matter, as they 
already by custom close all branch- 
es of their business for a half day. 

Another anomaly of the Act is 
that it does not embrace wholesale

SPIDERS AS ARCHITECTS. 


Wonderful Webs Are the Result of 
Evolution. 


One who is desirous of studying the 
architectural gifts of spiders may eas- 
ily do so by observing the labors of 
the little garden spider common to 
all localities. These beautiful webs, 
circular in outline, with radiating 
threads running frum centre to cir- 
cumference and supporting a series 
of concentric lines, are regarded by 
naturalista as the highest achievement 
of the spider. 

How did the spider learn the art 
of making these webs? Their great 
ingenuity and perfection of geometric 
form are cofceded. The naturalist is 
not satisfied with the reply that it is 
a matter of instinct. He learns that 
there are wide differences to be found 
among the weba cf different spiders, 
and his observations lead him to think 
that he can discern a sort of actual 


progress, which he calls evolution, | 


in the 
spiders. 

The common house spider spins a 
web quite different from that of the 
garden spider. The hvuuse spider's 
web consiste of a silken tube hidden 
in a dark corner, with an irregular 
sheet of closely woven meshes spread | 
before it. The tube is the spider's lurk- | 
ing hole and place of refuge; the out- 
spread web is ita snare. The wolf 
spider makes a tubular hole with a |

____ ZANZIBAR, 


Sultanate ON Coast-ehAlrica Rich In 
Clove Production.“ -~. 


The Sultanate of Zanzibar, just o 
the coast of central Africa, comprises 
four ‘slands—Zanzibar, Pemba, Mafia 
ad Lamu. This Sultanate produces 
erhaps nine-tenths of the cloves of 
the world) The climate and soil of 
the two islands of Zanzibar and Per- 
+ 878M gghrreabe adapted to the 
»towing of this important 
Many of the treea are 90 vears old, al. 
theursh most of the clove plantations 
ov Zanzibar Island date from 1872 
when a terrific cyclone swept over it, 
doing fearful damage tathe trees. 

Clove trees begin to bud about Jan- 
uary or February, and the picking i« 
done any time after July, continuing 
for about four months, as the trees 
ripen irregularly. When the cloves 
have been picked they are exposed on 
mats to the sun for six or seven dava, 
and are then sent to the custom house 
where the Government exacts an ex- 
port duty of 25 per cent 

The crop is a very uncertain one, a 

heavy yield one year, and compara- 
tively nothing the next. The bulk of 
the cloves are bought by American, 
German and Indian firms, and are 
sent to Bombay, Hamburg and Lon. 
don. Most of the cloves are used in 
distilling oil of cleves, which in turn 
is employed in the manufacture cf 
drugs, pertatone, confectionerica, ete. 
_ Another great product of Zanzibar 
1s copra, which is the dried interior 
of the cocoanut. The cocoanut trees 
grow throughout ‘tthe Sultanate with- 
out cultivation; land is sold by the 
number of cocoanut trees on it. A 
tree will yield from 100 to 120 nuts a 
yield; the crop is gathered about every 
four months. The nuts are split open 
and dried in the sun for several days, 
when the product is ready for ship- 
ment. France consumes most of the 
copra, which is used in the manufac- 
ture of soap, oil cakea, ete. 

Approgched from the ocean the city 
of Zanzibar presents a beautiful pix 
ture; the snow-white Arab houses are 
set against a background of 
tropical green; lying close to the shore 
are the hundreds of native dhows with 
their quaint sails, while farther out. in 
the deep waters, are the foreign shi: s. 
A prominent building on the weter- 
front is thes palace of the Sultan, 
which suggests a hotel at one of the 
Atlantic watering places, with its wide 
verandas and square lantern. Back of 
the palace are the remains of the old 
fort erected by -the Portuguese, and 
here and there are to be seen the 
flugs of the consulates of the various 
powers. 

Ali bin Hamoud, the present Sul- 
tan of Zanzibar, is a young man. He 
succeeded his father in 1902, when 
but 17 years old, and until his ma- 
jority the Sultanate was under a re- 
gent. The Sultan was educated in 
England and speaks English fluently, 
as well as French, Arabic and Swa- 
hili. He is a great traveler and spends 
much ‘of his time in Europe; he has 
a town palace, and several country 
palaces, to some ore of which he us- 
ually retires during the hot season. 
The Sultanate is a British protector- 
ate, under the Foreign Office

Painless and Rapid. 
INSTANT DEATH IS ASSURED. 


One Dexterous Thrust Through the 
Animal's Mead by an Expert Work- 
man Ende Consciousness—«—Mow the 
Carcass Is Skinned and Oreesed, 


The easiest way you could possibly 
think of is the way sheep are killed in 
the packing houses. Most persons mi« 
takenly Imagine that they are treated 
horribly and see iu their minds a 
bloodthirsty man, with sboulders Ike 
hams, standing over a poor, defense 
less sheep with a bludgeon in bis 
hands ready to send the creature 
straight to the promised Iand. 
there ia where the sentimentalist goes 
completely wrong. for if there te up 
animal that ts treated right—ino spenk 
ing of its death—It 1s the sheep, There 
is only one thing that doesn't look us 
though death was absolute pleasure for 
the sheep, and that ts right at the very 
etart of the killing operation. 

The sheep are driven from the yards 
up a long chute, and when they enter 
the pathway a leader sheep puts him- 
self at their hend to take them up Into 
the killing toom. These sheep are 
trained and are nearly always black 
80 that there will be no mistake made 
and the leader sheep killed, 

This leader takes the animals up the 
chute to a pen that will hold about 


fifty sheep. Here a man catches therm, ' 


two at a time, and shackles them by 


thelr hind legs. This ts the operation 


referred to as the only one painful to 
the sheep. 

The animal is then swung on to what 
is called the Ferria wheel. This wheel 
is constantly revolving. und as it reach 
es a certain spot the sheep are truns- 
ferred to a track from which they 
hang head downward. At that point 
thelr suffering ceases, for the uext 
workman is the man who kills thetn. 

The killing process {s one that fs. ab- 
solutely painless to the sheep. The 
workman is adept ond never misses 
the mark at which he strikes. With 
a sharp knife in’ his hand, he moves 
down the row of hanging animals, and 
as be comes to euch one he feels of 
the head just bebind the enrs and finds 
the point where the bones of the head 
leave an opening. In this the knife is 
thrust and goes through the head of 
the animal, completely severing on 
both sides a large artery. The sheep Is 
Five hundred sheep 
can be bandied every hour at this 
point. They are then “pated.” an op- 
eration that consists of skinning the 
fore part of the bend and the neck.

The fore legs ure 
then broken and cut off to be sent to 
the bone room, 

The fact that there is a time for ev- 
erything and ene man to do Just hie 
part and no more is emphasized in the 
sheep room when one sees just one 
hind leg skinned by one mar and the 
other skinned ip an entirely different 
operation. The sheep fs then pur on 
what ts called the endless cham. This 
chain consists of hvoks at intervals 
and is constantly moving, mnking the 
rounds of the room in about twenty 
minutes. Along this chain are the 
workmen, and as the sheep fs pussed 
on to them by the chain they do their 
work and wait for the next carcass. 

After the two hind legs have deen 
ekinned the back {s partly skinned and 
the animal is passed on to the next 
man who {fs called a, “pelter.” He 
grasps the pelt just above tbe hind 
lega, and, with a few deft twists of It, 
it is pulled off and the sheep passed 
on to the next workman. 

After being skinned the sheep are 
earefully washed and wiped, a new 
towel being used on every animal An 


, endless chain is In progress here also, 


for when a towel is used ft Is thrownr 
{nto a vat of boiling water, washed 
and put Into a dricr to be used over 
and over again. After the animal has 
been washed the head Is taken off and 
the neck washed in the same manner 
as the rest of the carcass. The gov- 
ernment inspector then gets it, and it 
is subjected to a rigid examination, 
after which the stamp of approval of 
the United States ts pnt on 

After the bend is tnken off It Is sent 
to the floor below, where the tunue ts 
weaken out and the remninder of it sent 
te fhe bone room 

‘here are two ways of dressing the 
sheep. Some of the burers insist on 
baying the coaul fat witb the animal, 
while others do net care about it If 
the fat ts desired it is put on the bind 
part of the unimal, covering about one 
balf of the body, and is then split, re 
vealing the cnrceass shorn of the vis- 
cera.

Marriage Bill Before Sup

Thou shalt love thy neighbor as{a mother hovering over her ill baby 


thyself.—St. Matthew, xix, 19. 

I suppose that we have been in 
the habit of regarding these words 
of Jesus as a command to love our 
neighbors as much as we love our- 
selves. There is a difficulty attach- 
jed to this interpretation. To love 
jone’s neighbor as oneself does not 
‘justify sacrifice on his behalf, for 
| sacrifice prefers him. No heroic 
\fireman, according to this reason- 
ling, need save a child's life at the 
| expense of his own; no captain need 
| go down with the sinking ship, nor 

any man presume to die for his 
country. 

| But there is another interpreta- 
ition which these words will sustain. 
| Thou shalt love thy neighbor—not 
as much as, but—as though he were 
thyself, And the argument is this: 
\‘‘Love is the extension of  self- 
jhood.”’ ‘“‘Whate'er thou lovest, 
|man, that too become thou must.” 
| “Where your treasure is, there will 
‘the heart be also.”’ 

| The man who loves money incor- 
| porates it into his personality. He 
‘is enlarged and made pompous hy 
‘it. He. loves his money as himself— 
in connection with it he realizes his 
larger personality. The man who 
loves popularity is in © much the 
same case. He basks and expands 
in the good opinion of his neigh- 


HE LOVES GLORY; 


he will give magnificently if his 
name is attached to the gift; he will 
go on hazardous expeditions if the 
renown of them need not be divided 
with companions. If you deprive 
him of his reputation as an impor- 
tant personage he sulks and grievés 
and languishes; you have wounded 
his extended self. 

Now pass from these lower levels 
of enlargement to the higher one 
with which our Lord is dealing.

and you see an illustration of what 
Jesus means. She loves her baby 
as herself; not as much as, but as 
if it were the self. Here is no ques- 
tion of comparison, no balancing 
of sleepless nights and tired nerves 
against the worth of a baby’s labor- 
ed breathing. As truly as before its 
birth mother and babe are one 
flesh, one self—a higher unit of per- 
sonality and love has made them so. 
Or take the case of the young mis- 
sionary who flung away his life in 
China in a vain endeavor to rescue 
his drowning comrade. Here once 
more is one whose consciousness 
was larger than his own body, here 
is one to whom his friend was his 
alter ego, his larger self. Who 
loves his neighbor acquires his

So the serene argument of Jesus 
is this: Love incorporates its ob- 
ject, and thereby grows indefinitely 
richer; I choose to be enriched by 
my friends; I choose to love my 
neighbor as myself. And when one 
compares His choice with the

| most learned scientists admit that 
they have made only a beginning 
in the study of the most important 
| part of the uman body. 

| Perhaps the most interesting fact 
‘regarding the brains of men and 
/animals is that weight does not al- 
| ways indicate a high state of men- 
tality. Repeated tests have proved 
|that the average male brain weighs 
| about 49 ounces, and that the aver- 
age female brain weighs about 44 
ounces. However, the relative 
weight of the male and female 
brains to that of the body is about 
the same in both sexes. 

The taller the individual the 

greater is his brain weight, but 
tests have shown that short per. 
isons have proportionately heavier 
| brains than tall people. ‘At both 
ithe weight of the average male in- 
fant’s brain is 11.65 ounces; of the 
female infants, 10 ounces. After 
the age of 50 the brain loses an 
ounce in weight every 10 years.
